Agreeably to the requirements of the Statutes of the State, I 
herewith submit the Annual Report of Public Schools. 


Rey. Mr. Rankin, Superintendent elect, whose merit as a school 
officer needs no introduction in this Town, resigned at Aik close of 
autumn, and removed from the State. 


The report of his work having failed to reach me, this report is 
necessarily incomplete. 


When I entered upon the duties of this office, the schools in five 
districts had closed ; and, in the remaining nine, with one or two 
exceptions, they were progressing in the last term. The schools 
visited by me, were, in the main, under the instruction of .teachers 
qualified and adapted to their work, and, successfully pursuing it. 


Prudential Committees can, in some instances, congratulate 
themselves on their success in employing teachers. It is well that 
school officers and the the people in general are feeling that the 
interests of the public schools call for the best natural and acquired 
ability that can be obtained. ‘To unfold and discipline the powers 
of the mind, so that they can be concentrated, and made to act 
with vigor and accuracy in mastering a given task, is largely the work 
of these schools. Teachers who succeed in doing this work, have 
laid a foundation which will be of great value to their pupils, whether 
they complete the superstructure by passing through the higher

institutions of learning, or while persuing the practical duties of life. 
In most of the pursuits in life, skilled labor is held at a premium. 
Such labor in the school-room is not an exception to, but in perfect 
accord with the general law. As such labor here, of all places, is 
most desirable, a wise and economic expenditure of public money 
is of great importance. As to whether such expenditure obtains 
with us, the Tabular Statement of this report will give information. 


I invite your earnest attention to the amount of schooling afforded 
pupils in the different districts, and to the cost, per capita, of the 
same. 


DISTRICT No. 1.

The school for the first and second terms was visited by Rev. Mr.

Rev. Mr. Rankin visited the school the first term, and commence- 
ment of the second. ‘The school appeared well, and so far as I 
could judge by a single visit, good progress was made in all of the 
branches taught.

Mrs. Alice W. Leavitt taught the 
second term. The order was good, and thoroughness characterized 
the work of the school.
